Mr. Keith Kenneth, the husband, 
has decided to engage several private 
detectives. and to-morrow the search will 
be extended all over the Riviera.

CONVENTION SIGNED 


BY BRITAIN. 


MR. GRAHAM’S HOPEFUL 
VIEW.

Several members of the House of 
Commons yesterday put questions to the 
President of the Board of Trade with 


Conference at Geneva. 

Mr. Graham replied that he was glad to 
say that the Convention was signed on 
Monday, as well as a protocol regarding 
future negotiations for reducing trade 
barriers. Both documents were signed on 
behalf of Great Britain. The Convention 
was also signed by ten other countries, and 
the protocol by fourteen. Texts of the 
documents would in due course be laid 
before the House. 

Sir Kingsley Wood suggested that the 
Conference had proved a fiasco, and Sir 
Assheton Pownall contended that the 
documents did not justify the optimism 
that Mr. Graham had always expressed. 

Mr. Graham replied that while the 
Convention fell short of what was hoped, 
it was, in his opinion, a very valuable 
advance. 

Mr. Hannon asked whether the docu- 
ments signed on Monday did not preclude 
the taking of any steps by the Government 
to safeguard any enterprise in this 
country. 

Mr. Graham—They do give us a ‘basis 
on which to proceed with negotiations for 
the discussion of reductions of tariffs in 
Europe, and I believe they will be of very 
great importance to the trade of, this 
country.

SIR SYDNEY CHAPMAN’S 

STATEMENT, 

REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

In signing the documents containing the 
results of the Tariff Truce Conference yes- 
terday, several States made a number of 
reservations. 

Sir Sidney Chapman declared, on behalf 
of Great Britain, that the arrangement 
did not concern the British Colonies and 
Protectorates or the countries under the 
mandate of Great Britain. Most of the 
countries which did not sign the documents 
declared that they were still awaiting in- 
structions from their Governments. 

The signing of the Commercial Conven- 
tion is to take place before August Ist, 
and the ratification before November Ist.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


NAHAS PASHA ON 
LONDON. 
From Revter’s Correspondent. 
PARIS, Tuesday, 

A crowd of Egyptian students and others 
greeted Nahas Pasha, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, on his arrival in Paris this 
morning on his way to London. Nahas 
Pasha made the following statement :— 

‘* We are going to London with the firm 
hope of at least-reaching an understand- 
ing. I am always gptimistic, and _ par- 
ticularly in the present circumstances ; 
for we are going to negotiate with a 
Government which has an exact compre- 
hension of the situation, 

‘That is a great help toward the solu- 
tion of the question. Now is the moment 
or never to come to an agreement. This 
enthusiastic . send-off further proves 
the keen desire of the Egyptian 
people not merely for liberty, but also 
for genuine friendship with the British 
people. We come to London full of good- 
will. We expect to meet with reciprocal 
good-will on the part of the British 
Government and people. 

“When the two peoples—the British 

and the Egyptian—understand each other 
it will be of great benefit for “oth 
ountries.”” 
The Prime Minister added that the 
delegation was ready to remain in London 
as Jong as might be necessarv to bring the 
nevotiations to a successful conclusion.

DUBLIN BILL. 


‘A COASTLINE 
PROBLEM. 


SUGGESTED NEW 
SERVICES BOARD. 


ITS FUNCTIONS. 


— ee 


The following statement on the Greater 
Dublin Bill in reference to the proposed 
Northern Coastal Borough and a Conjoint 
Services Board is issued over the names of 
Messrs. Frank Bethell (Sutton), T. J. 
Geary (Chairman of the late Howth 
Urban Council), T. Morgan Good (County 
Councillor). J. Plunkett Kenny. (Port- 
marnock), William Magennis (Chairman 
of the Greater Dublin Commission), John 
Maguire °©(Chairman Dalkey Urban 
Council), R. J. P. Mortishe’ and D. D. 
Sheehan, all of whom attended a public 
meeting, held in Sutton on Thursday last, 
in connection with the Greater Dublin 
measure. 


THE STATEMENT. 

The resolution which we submitted to 
last Thursday’s meeting at Sutton called 
for the formation of a Borough Council 
and Manager to control the urban sea- 
board line from Dollymount to Malahide 
with a view to provide for what is of much 
wider importance—the creation of a Con- 
joint Services Board which would consist 
of representatives of the County Borough 
Council of Dublin, the Borough Council 
of Dun Laoghaire, and the proposed 
Northern Coastai Borough, and would 
discharge these clearly defined functions. 

(1) To assume financial and ad- 
ministrative responsibility for the 
common services of water supply, 
sewerage and housing in the whole 
area from Killiney to Malahide and 
from North Wall to Chapelizod ; and 

(2) To consider—in a purely ad- 
visory capacity—any other matters of 
common concern to the Borough 
Councils, and, if thought fit, to 
submit recommendations thereon for 
the consideration of the three con- 
stituent bodies. 


EXECUTIVE AND ADVISORY 
FUNCTIONS. 

The proposed Conjoint Services Board 
would, therefore, have as its principal 
function to be responsible for the finance 
and control of three distinct services, all 
of which involve urgently necessary 
development works and heavy capital ex- 
penditure: 

As to the capital expenditure for which 
this Conjoint Services Board should be 
responsible, we refer to the decision of the 
City Commissioners on last Saturday to 
raise a long-term loan of £950,000. Of 
this total we note that £820,000 is to be 
devoted to capital expenditure on housing, 
water supply and sewerage. Were this 
figure for housing increased by, say; one- 
fifth or one-fourth, and the amount 
allocated to necessary capital expenditure 
in the Southern andNorthern coastal areas, 
the ratepayers of these districts would 
have but comparatively small annual 
contributions to make towards sinking 
fund and interest charges; and they 
would be in the position to obtain 
facilities which relatively small indepen- 
dent authorities; whose borrowing powers 
are strictly hmited.and easily exhausted, 
could never hope for. 


THE HOWTH RATES. 

Tn the Urban District of Howth rates 
are already very high, and its borrowing 
powers for large improvement works have 
reached their limit. As for such villages 
as Raheny, Baldoyle and Portmarnock, 
their essential services—unless the Greater 
Dublin - Bill amended—will become 
dependent on the general expenditure of 
the County Council. 

These points should be taken into con 
sideration by certain ratepayers, who 
(owing to a complete misapprehension of 
the aim of our proposals) suggested that 
the scheme outlined would have the effect 
of throwing the cost of water supply and 
sewerage services for Portmarnock, Bal- 
doyle and Raheny upon the shoulders of 
residents in Howth. 


A HOUSING AUTHORITY. 

Upon the broader aspect of our pro: 

posals, as they would affect the whole 
area of Greater Dublin, it hardly 
necessary to justify the view that the 
cost, design and execution of water and 
sewerage schemes should be’ matters of 
common responsibility over the whole 
area. The case for a common housing 
authority, although equally overwhelming, 
is, perhaps, not quite so obvious. Very 
briefly stated, the arguments for the 
creation of such an authority § arise 
from :— 

(1)—The fact that all purely local 
authorities insist upon developing 
building sites which lie within 
their own areas, and for the 
ultimate benefit of their own rate: 
payers ; and 

(2)—The faet that modern transport 
has already brought many semi- 
rural building sites (e¢.g., Killester, 
Donnycarney, Crumlin and Mount 
Merrion) inside the radius of con- 
venient housing accommodation for 
those who pursue their daily 
occupations in the city. 


SATELLITE SETTLEMENTS. 

This centrifugal tendeney is steadily in- 
creasing, and should be _ encouraged. 
Nothing more desirable than the 
development of “satellite '” settlements, 
in which wage-earners and their families 
may enjoy the advantages of extra-urban 
life, coupled with convenience of access 
to their centres of occupation or educa- 
tion. 

Under the scheme of the bill, as = it 
stands, three or four separate authorities, 
each struggling within its own confined 
area, and handicapped. by varying 
financial limitations, could at the best 
achieve no more than a partial and patch- 
work solution of this larger housing 
problem. The proposed Conjoint Services 
Board, viewing, as it would, the whole 
area of Greater Dublin, and endowed with 
the maximum of financial resources, is 
therefore (in co-operation with the town- 
planning authority. which has now been 
promised by the Minister for Local 
Government), the necessary instrument 
for broad statesmanlike handling of the 
housing question. 

SMALL DWELLINGS ACT. 

Yet another aspect of housing finance 
demands attention. The Small Dwelling 
Acquisition Act—for many years sus- 
pended in Dublin—has_ recently been 
revived by the City Commissioners, and 
accounts for over £70,000 of the loan to 
which we have already referred. Lf 
exterided in the manner recommended by 
the ‘Towtri-Tenants Commision to cover 
the cost of suburban houses up to a 
limit of £1,200, the act (while involving 
no charge on either ratepayers or tax- 
pavers) should undonbtedly lead to con- 
siderable building “developments in the 
outer suburbs. 

Experience has shown that it is in the 
last degree unlikely that such bodies as 
the County Council or the Howth Urban 
Council would ) > willing, or in a position, 
to provide either the necessary capital or 
the necessary machinery for the successful 
operation of the Act... Financed. and ad- 
ministered over the whole area of Greater 
Dublin by a Conjoint Services Board. the 
administration of this Act would be 
successful, and. if it were for this object 
‘alone, the Conjoint Board should be set 


up.

PREMIER'S EFFORTS 
TO SAVE IT. 


AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
DEFINED. 
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The following communiqué in connection 
with the Five-Power Naval Conference 
was issued last evening :— 

“The heads of delegations met at St. 
James’s Palace this afternoon at 5.30. 
The situation of the Conference’s work 
was reviewed, and it was agreed that. a 


plenary meeting of the Conference -should: 


be held some time next week... A further 
meeting of heads of delegations -was fixed 
for Thursday at 3 p.m., whén Monsieur 
Briand will have returned to London. '' 

The Press Association understands that 
the plenary meeting which has been called 
for next week should be described as an 
indication of hope and not of despair, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and all the dele- 
gations are fixed in their determination to 
obtain a Five-Power agreement, if it is 
humanly and politically possible. 

At yesterday’s meeting of heads of 
delegations, Mr. Macdonald stressed the 
importance.of still conducting discussions 
on a Five-Power basis and the necessity 
for redeubled efforts in that direction. 


THREE QUESTIONS. 

In the course of their review ‘of. the 
situation as it exists to-day, the delegates 
found that three distinct questions 
emerged. 

The first was that of the consideration 
by the experts of Anglo-French Naval 
programmes. and figures. 

The second was the effort of bringing 
French and Italian policy into greater 
harmony. 

The third concerned the Anglo-American 
proposals which have been made to Japan 
and upon which the decision of the 
Japanese Government is awaited, 

The heads of delegations will again get 
into complete activity on the fundamental 
problems of the Conference, and the pur- 
pose of next week's plenary meeting 1s to 
make known. to the public exactly how 
matters stand. 


MR. STIMSON’S INFLUENCE. 

The Press Association learns on high 
authority that the course of the discussion 
among the heads of delegations was largely 
inspired by Mr. Stimson, who saw Mr. 
Macdonald at No. 10 Downing street 
vesterday morning, and had a very frank 
talk with him. ‘They were in agreement 
that the Conference should be lifted out 
of an atmosphere of apathy, and directed 
once more upon the lines of seeking the 
goal for which it was called.

After the meeting of the heads of dele- 
gations Mr. Stimson told a Press Associa- 
tion reporter:—The whole spirit of the 
meeting was directed towards a five-Power 
agreement, and the tone of the meeting 
was hopeful.’’ It is understood that the 
suggestion reported to have been made by 
Signor Grandi—that the Conference should 
adjourn for six months—was not con- 
sidered at yesterday's meeting. M. 
Briand’s return was discussed, and it was 
generally agreed that little could be done 
until he returned,

UNITED STATES ATTITUDE. 

A rumour to the effect that the 

American delegation had changed their 
attitude towards consultative pacts, and 
that they were willing to enter into such 
a pact im order to save the Conference, 
was authoritatively denied at the head- 
quarters of the American delegation last 
night. It was stated that no change had 
taken place in the attitude of the 
American delegation, and that it remained 
as Its spokesman gave it out several weeks 
ago, r 
The official statement said: “ At that 
time It was made clear that America had 
no objection to entering a consultative 
pact as such. On the contrary, the United 
States is already a party to a number of 
treaties involving the obligation of con- 
sulting with other Powers. It will not. 
however enter into any treaty, whether 
consultative or otherwise, where there is 
danger of its obligation being misunder- 
stood as involving a promise to render 
military assistance, or guaranteeing pro- 
tection by military force to another nation. 
Such a misunderstanding might arise if 
the United States entered into such a 
treaty as a quid pro quo for the reduction 
of the naval forces of another Power. That 
danger has hitherto inhered in the present 
situation, where France has been demand- 
ing mutual] military security as a condi- 
tion of naval reduction, as appears from 
her original statement of her case last 
December. 

‘If, however, this demand for security 
could be satisfied in some other way, then 
the danger of misunderstanding a consulta- 
tive pact would be eliminated, and in such 
case the question would be approached 
from an entirely different standpoint. In 
such a case the American delegation would 
nivel the matter with an entirely open 
mind,’

Mr. Graham was not very communica- 
tive yesterday in his replies to the ques- 
tions with which he was bombarded in 
the House of Commons, remarks The Times 
of to-day editorially. The day before, at 
Geneva, there hal been signed, on behalf 
of the British Government, a Commercial] 
Convention and a Protocol, and members 
were naturally anxions to know to what 
obligations the Minister responsible for 
the. negotiations had committed this 
country, and what he had obtained from 
the other signatories in return. He went 
to Geneva with the declared intention of 
negotiating a tariff truce with the prin- 
cipal Ewr'opean countries, This, it was 
understood, was to prepare the way for a 
serious attempt to lower the tariffs which 
are strangling European trade, and which 
impose so unfair a handicap on British 
industry. Even in its original form, as 
put forward and defended by Mr. Graham, 
the proposa] seemed to be one-sided. 

This country was to pledge itself to 
continue to admit foreign goods duty free 
for the duration of the truce, and all that 
the other countries were to give in 
exchange was a pledge not to increase the 
already high—in some cases, almost pro- 
hibitive—duties which they levy on 
British goods. It was hard to see how 
the President of the Board of Trade could 
expect so inequitable an arrangement to 
assist him in his well-intentioned efforts 
to secure freer trade throughout Europe. 
So long as they can count on free access 
to the great British markets in which to 
dump their surplus production, the Furo- 
pean industrial countries have no obvious 
inducement to lower the walls with which 
they protect their own markets for their 
own producers. 


AN ILL SERVICE. 


If Mr. Graham had succeeded in 


negotiating a real tariff truce, he would 


sitll have done a very ill service to 
British trade and industry; but, accord- 
ing to all accounts from Geneva, he has 
done worse than that. He has apparently 
agreed to barter away our freedom to 
impose duties on foreign goods, without 
receiving in exchange any real guarantce 
that duties on our goods will not be raised 
even above the high levels at which they 
stand at present. Count von Moltke, who 
presided over the negotiations at Geneva, 
made a long speech, reported yesterday, 
in which he summed up the situation 
after the Convention and the Protocol had 
been signed, ‘and it is difficult to read 
that speech, or the account of the pro- 
visions of the two documents which 1s 
given by our Geneva Correspondent to-day, 
wit...at coming to the conclusion that, 
whatever Great Britain ma“ have done, 
the other Powers have really pledged them- 
selves to nothing at all. 

It looks very much as if Mr. Graham 
had been so anxious to sign away our 
tariff freedom that he was content to be 
fobbed off with anything which the repre- 
sentatives of the other Powers were willing 
to give him. A final judgment must be 
w thheld until the texts a+ available of 
the Convention and Protocol which he has 
signed.
